Major changes are ahead for the Slow Jam this fall... two meetings a month and two 
new locations. 


We are forced to leave the Old Cambridge Baptist Church because of 
changes taking place there, specifically, the taking over by a ballet school of the 
space used in past years by the Contra Dance group. 


During the search for a new location, it was suggested that perhaps we 
coula meet twice а month, once with a leader -- to learn а new tune or two by ear -- 
as in the past and once without a leader to provide an opportunity to play together 
the tunes we have been learning. 


Starting in September, we will meet on the third Tuesday of the month at 
the First Baptist Church in Central Square, Cambridge, from 6:30 to 8 p.m. -- witha 
leader. We will be paying $10 an hour for the church rental and will want to pay the 
evening's leader a minimum of 540... so, as in the past, a donation towards those 
costs will be appreciated. | 

And starting in October, we will meet on the first Tuesday of the month 
at the Park Avenue Congregational Church in Arlington from 6 to 7:30 p.m. -- prior to 
the Contra Dance, without a leader. 


So... a lot of changes, but we are starting off with two exciting 
leaders... and we'll be keeping our ties with Cammy Kaynor's Contra Dance as 
well. We're looking forward to a better than ever Slow Jam and hope to see 
you on either or both nights.
